Hanging baskets 
enjoy revival 


The 51 hanging flower baskets placed by the 
Sierra Madre Beautification Committee in the 
downtown area are receiving a refresher planting 
this week, according to Shirley McGillicuddy, com¬ 
mittee chairman. 

The new plantings will include blue pansies 
and reddish pink begonias, donated by Perry’s, 
Inc., as well as variegated ivy. 

The program, started three years ago, is still in 
an experimental stage, attempting to determine which 
plantings will produce the best results in their loca¬ 
tions. 

Various organizations and individuals in the 
community donated the baskets, a number of which 
are memorials. Plaques attached to the planters 
are inscribed with the name of each donor. Businesses 
adjacent to the planters help in watering them and 
the committee maintains the plantings. 

Judy and Jim Grancich, members of the com¬ 
mittee, are co-chairing the program. 

“We hope the new plantings will provide a 
colorful addition for the holidays,” stated 
McGillicuddy. 

The committee, comprised of 11 volunteer 
citizens appointed by the mayor, have undertaken 
a number of beautification projects in the com¬ 
munity, raising its own funds for the programs. 

One of the committee’s next projects, assigned 
by the City Council, will be replanting of Kersting 
Court.

Methodist announces withdrawal from trauma care 


payor. Forty-seven point eight percent of the Cali¬ 
fornia hospitals are operated in the red. Loss in 
1987 was $2.2 billion.” 

“I was involved in the inception of the trauma 
center at Methodist,” Dr. John Quigley, orthopedic 
surgeon, told The News. “And now when patients 
with trauma come to the hospital, they will be treated 
with the same systematic approach to trauma with 
the team system still in place. Emergency room 
physicians are still on 24-hour duty at Methodist and 
physicians are immediately available.” 

Quigley was referring to the fact that three- 
fourths of the active medical staff at Methodist 
reside in Arcadia, within 10 or 15 minutes of the 
hospital for emergency situations. 

Meyer also pointed out that the hospital is cen¬ 
trally located within the San Gabriel Valley and is 
easily accessible from three major freeways, the 210, 


10 and 605. 

“Virtually everything is still in place to serve 
even the most critically ill patients,” Meyer said at 
the news conference at Methodist Monday morning. 

He added that the hospital “will continue as a 
paramedic base station and continue to provide the 
services of the heliport, state-of-the-art intensive 
care units and fine rehabilitation services.” 

The only actual change, according to Dr. 
Russell Maatz, director of emergency services at 
Methodist, is that a general surgeon and 
anesthesiologist will be on standby rather than being 
in-house. He saw "no significant impact” because 
of the proximity of the surgeons and RNs. “They call 
on the radio and in five to 10 minutes the paramedics 
have stabilized the patient. In about 75 percent of 
the time the attending physician is waiting at the

This week Methodist Hospital of Southern 
California, Arcadia, announced its decision to close 
its trauma center due to losses that have mounted to 
$1.5 million annually. 

“The major problem is that nearly 25 percent of 
our trauma patients are medically uninsured, and 
neither the county nor the state has sufficiently sup¬ 
ported the uncompensated care provided by private 
hospital trauma centers,” hospital President and 
CEO Frederick Meyer said in explaining the hospital 
boards’ decision last Friday morning. 

Withdrawal from the trauma system is effective 
Jan. 1, 1989. 

“UnitI 1982 costs were spread around,” stated 
Steve Gamble, president of the Hospital Council of 
Southern California. “After that the state and 
federal government changed rules. Now hospitals 
are paid a fixed price largely determined by the

On Nov, 8 the voters of California 
will be asked to vote on funding for 
the building, expansion and renovation 
of libraries throughout the state. 
Proposition 85 was placed on the 
ballot in response to a need for local 
libraries to meet the extraordinary pop¬ 
ulation and economic growth. 

Specifically, voter approval of 
Proposition 85 will provide $75 million 
in bond revenues to be administered 
by the State Library as 65 percent match¬ 
ing grants over a three-year period 
beginning in 1990, with local funding of 
35 percent of the project required. Sup¬ 
ported by the California Taxpayers 
Association, the proposition is a com¬ 
mon sense, cost-effective approach to 
providing for community libraries. From 
the taxpayer’s point of view, passage 
of Proposition 85 will cost less than 
25 cents per p)erson per year. 

Many communities in the state have 
libraries which are very old or are 
totally inadequate to meet the require¬ 
ments of the public they serve. Some 
communities have no library at all. 
Proposition 85 will help renovate 
libraries for earthquake and fire safety, 
make them more accessible to the handi¬ 
capped, allow for expansion and re¬ 
modeling for greater efficiency and, 
where no library exists, make it possible 
to provide one. 

Like other community services, the 
role of libraries is changing, thanks 
in part to the passage of Proposition 
13 in 1978. Due to limited public and 
private school budgets, libraries are 
being impacted by the necessity to pro¬ 
vide library services to many local 
schools. Additionally, many young 
people, seniors, business people 
and others are seeking information 
and recreation in a wide variety of 
areas. 

This is the first time in the history 
of California that a library bond issue 
has appeared on the ballot. The impor¬ 
tance of Proposition 85 is illustrated 
by the support of both Democratic 
and Republican leaders of the State 
Senate, as well as local leaders such as 
Mayor Tom Bradley of Los Angeles 
and the California State PTA. Many 
counties and local governments have 
lent their support to the measure and 
encourage all voters to give theirs, as 
well. 


‘The Notch’

Perhaps no recent Social Security 
issue stirs as intense feelings as does 
the “notch.” And yet, it is one of the 
least understood issues. Even those who 
feel that they’ve been adversely affected 
by the “notch” don’t understand it. 

“The notch” generally affects 
people who were born from 1917 to 
1921. Under the 1977 Social Security 
amendments, which corrected a defect 
in the old method of computing bene¬ 
fits established by the 1972 amendments, 
members of this group have a lower 
benefit rate than those born immediately 
before them. If the defect had not been 
corrected, future beneficiaries could 
have received benefits that would have 
been higher than their pre-retirement 
earnings. 

At recent hearings on the “notch” 
issue before the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, Subcommittee 
on Social Security, the General Account¬ 
ing Office (GAO) reported that its 
investigation showed that the 1977 
amendments had stabilized benefit rates 
as Congress intended. Moreover, most 
“notch” people end up with a higher 
benefit rate than that of many 
retirees historically, and of ihoM who 

Finally, it must be remembered that 
the problems lies with the old computa¬ 
tion method, not the new one. People 
who get benefits under the new method 
are not getting benefits that are too 
low Rather, pet»ple getting benefits un¬ 
der ilie old method aie rccaving bcncliis 
that are too high.

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Looking for 
injured deer 

“I shot an arrow into 
the air.” Someone did 
just that some days 
ago and whether on 
purpose or by accident, 
this arrow fell to earth 
and struck one of our 
“local” deer popula¬ 
tion on the right side 
of the head just above 
the eye. The arrow has 
a shaft length of about 
20 inches and is readily 
apparent. The “victim” 
is a buck of at least three 
points.The suspicion is 
that this buck was either 
a target during the 
bow hunt season or was 
just the unlucky tar¬ 
get of a poacher who 
made a good shot, but 
had the arrow impact in 
the bone area of the head. 

I first saw the deer 
about 6:30 a.m. when I 
went out to get the 
morning paper. There

were three young deer, 
a larger doe and the 
buck, all followed a 
well-used path up the side 
of the hill where Sunrise 
Hill ends and the washed 
out road begins. We 
have watched the growth 
of this “family” since 
the fawns were just born. 
The buck is not seen of¬ 
ten, but the doe and her 
young are seen nearly 
every day or evening. 

It is tragic what has 
befallen the buck, but he 
seemed not to be letting 
the arrow hinder his 
movements. Even when 
he moved through the 


thick brush, it did not 
seem to cause him any 
problems. Perhaps the 
sight of such a thing 
causes more concern 
for the beholder than 
for the animal itself. 

I contacted the 
Humane Society and 
was told they were aware 
of the problem as others 
had called it in as well. 

I was sure of this for as 
I stated, these dder are 
really a part of the 
hill and have been seen 
by many who live in the 
area. The Sierra 
Madre Police was also 
informed of this and they 


replied they would also 
be on the look-out for 
this injured buck. If 
any of you readers 
sight this animal, please 
do not try to remedy 
the situation yourself. 
Rather, contact the 
Humane Society at once 
with the location of your 
sighting and if possible, 
try to keep a look-out if 
this might be a bedding 
area for the animal so 
an attempt might be 
made to capture it with¬ 
out further injury and 
try to remove this arrow 
from its face. 

I have not seen any 
trace of the “family” 
since the last sighting 
last weekend. Perhaps 
they have moved up 
the mountain, but if not, 

I urge you to give a 
hand a report any 
sighting so this arrow 
might be removed.

The problem of gar¬ 
bage — trash — or waste 
is universal, national, 
state and Sierra Madre. 
It won’t be solved by any 
“one way” but we can 
do something about the 
recyclables. We have an 
“up - and - running” 
Recycling Center in Sierra 
Vista Park (across 
from the tennis courts). 
We take newspapers, all 
glass, all aluminum, 
corrugated cardboard 
and CA redemption plas¬ 
tic soft drink bottles. 

This is a “nonprofit 
drop'off center. We 
don’t pay for the mater¬ 
ials by 25 Civic and 
Youth groups profit 


from the proceeds. The 
Rose Float, Civic Club, 
Kiwanis, Scouts, Swim 
Club are only a part of 
those who “work the 
center” and make $400 
to $500 in less than 
three weeks. S.M.E.A.C., 
with the cooperation 
of the city, sponsors 
the self-supporting cen¬ 
ter. 

The time has come to 
increase the amount of 
recycling so that the 
city can meet goals set 
by the state of 25 per¬ 
cent reduction in waste 
and having a viable re¬ 
cycling program in order 
to continue using Shoal 
Canyon dump sit. We 
can do this with no ap¬ 
preciable change or cost 
but we wo lf Id tike -the - 
city^ U»'‘back this "pfb- 
gram on a volunteer basis 
before it becomes man¬ 
datory.

remodel not only county but also juvenile facilities. 
The money would go toward capital expenditures 
only ..^Supporters point to the jail overcrowding that 
causes health and safety factors. Opponents ask for 
alternatives such as work furloughs, community ser¬ 
vice sentencing and detoxification centers that 
would be less expensive. 

Legislation Constitutional Amendment, Pro¬ 
position 87, addresses redevelopment agencies 
which now receive a portion of property tax 
revenues. This proposition would eliminate a CRA’s 
share of additional property tax revenue that results 
from the passage of local bonds, i.e., school bonds. 
There is no official opposition. 

Proposition 88 also has no official opposition 
and deals with the deposition of state and local 
government funds in banks, savings and loan 
associations and credit unions. Proposition 88 per¬ 
mits the deposit of public funds in industrial loan 
companies that are known as thrift and loan com¬ 
panies. 

A “no” vote to Proposition 89, the 
Governor’s Parole Review, leaves the law as is. 
Those who vote “yes” believe the governor should 
have the authority to approve or overturn parole 
board decisions regarding murderers. They believe 
that the early release of convicted murderers 
threatens public safety. Opponents believe that the 
measure would make a parole a matter of political 

popularity. 

The average time served in prison is only 14 
years before parole. 

No. 90, the Property Tax Exemption and 
Replacement Homes deals with the assessed valua¬ 
tion of homes owned by people over the age 55. At 
the present time they can sell their home and replace 
it with another in the same county without the need 
of a property tax reassessment. This measure grants 
the same privilige to those who purchase homes in 
another county if the other county agrees to the 
reciprocity. Opponents say the measure is too 
generous with public funds, that the benefits should 
be for low-income seniors only. 

Supporters of Proposition 91, Courts of 
Record, believe that the 22 counties in California 
with no municipal courts need fully qualified judges 
and justice courts with the authority to handle such 
matters as federal search warrants and extraditions. 
They believe the measure would bring better judges 
to the court. In courts of record, permanent records 
of proceedings are kept and rulings are enforced in 
other courts. 

In 91, justice courts would become courts of 
record and therefore would have the same authority 


the qualifications of a candidate lor judge. They 
don’t believe being an attorney for five years makes 
a good judge. 

A “yes” vote on Proposition 92 would allow 
the Commission on Judicial Performance to decide 
if disciplinary proceedings against a judge should be 
ofien to the public. Supporters say that judges are 
public servants and the public should be advised if 
the judges are publicly reprimanded. Opponents 
believe that open disciplinary proceedings against 
judges should be mandatory. 

There are no known opponents for Proposi¬ 
tion 93, the Property Tax Exemption for Veterans. 
A $1000 property tax exemption is allowed for arm¬ 
ed services veterans and this measure would ^ 
eliminate the present requirement that veterans must 
have lived in California at the time they entered 
military service. 

Proposition 94 would permit a judge of a Court 
of Record to teach in any college or university out¬ 
side his/her job but prohibit retirement credit. Un¬ 
der present laws, judges may teach in private but not 
public institutions. Opponents believe that a judge 
does not have time to handle both his/her judicial 
duties as well as teaching duties. 

Supporters of No. 95, Hunger and Homeless 
Initiative, are for creating a new public corporation 
to disperse funds collected from health and safety 
fines and issue bonds to pay for construction and 
repair of low-income housing. The proposal would 
require mandatory citations for all violations of laws 
concerning building standards and food prepara¬ 
tion. Opponents say that mandatory fines would put 
an unfair burden on small business and property 
owners. They also believe that because low-income 
housing often violates building codes, the heavy 
fines might result in building closures, taking even 
more housing away from the poor. 

There are two AIDS intitiatives. Proposition 
96 and 102. Supporters of 96 believe that victims of 
violent crimes need to know if they have been expos¬ 
ed, Dr. Adams explains. The opposition says that 
testing fosters irrational fears and inmates are sub¬ 
jected to unfair treatment. 

Proposition 96 says that when body fluids 
have been exchanged in sexual crimes or assaults on 
peace officers, a court may require the defendant to 
take an AIDS blood test. Supporters say correc¬ 
tional officers need to be able to identify those 
prisoners who have AIDS. 

Opponents of % say it is a heavy-handed ap¬ 
proach to the AIDS epidemic and that medical con¬ 
fidentiality cannot be maintained when test results 
go to so many people. 

In Proposition 102, any defendant charged 
with sexual crims or assault with great bodily injury 


law enforcement personnel and those infected would 
have to report both themselves and their contacts to 
health officials. Results of AIDS tests could be used 
to determine employment or insurance eligibility. 
Results could also be used as evidence in civil and 
criminal cases. 

Supporters say that for years public health of¬ 
ficials have tested, traced, and counseled those with 
communicable diseases. This proposition, they say, 
would use this proven public health tool to help stop 
the spread of AIDS. Opponents of 102 say that 
anonymous AIDS testing has been successful in 
reducing the spread of new infections and that by 
allowing AIDS test results to be used to determine 
insurance coverage and employment. Proposition 
102 permits economic discrimination against AIDS 
patients. They believe it would shift millions of 
dollars of health care costs from insurance com¬ 
panies to taxpayers. 

The Initiative 97 brings up the question of 
whether the state rather than the federal government 
should operate the private sector OSHA (Occupa¬ 
tional Safety and Health Act) program. In 1987 the 
governor abolished the private sector program by ve¬ 
toing funds budgeted for the program. The federal 
government has been operating the program since 
and casualties have risen 53 percent during that time. 
Supporters say that the state operation did a better

job of protection and that it should be reinstated. 
Opponents say the proposition pays for a service and 
that a state program is unnecessary. 

Proposition 98 Would establish a minimum 
level of state funding for public schools and com¬ 
munity colleges. Under the present law there is no 
minimum funding for public schools. Funds are 
allocated annually by the governor and the 
Legislature through the budget process. While 
government funding of schools has enjoyed an in¬ 
crease in recent years, California only ranks 23 in the 
nation in expenditures per student and 50th in class 
size, meaning the classes are larger here than in any 
other state. 

Supporters believe that public schools are poor¬ 
ly financed. They point to the fact the California 
ranks 48th in the percentage of personal income 
spent on schools. The proposition is drafted to pro¬ 
tect noneducational interests. It would not raise 
taxes. The money would come from revenues 
already collected by the state. 

Opponents believe the proposition would force 
the legislature to reduce funding of medical care, 
transportation, public safety, recreation, welfare 
and water programs. They also believe the initiative 
requires a high level of school funding regardless of 
the resources availability. 

Proposition 99 addresses the question of

In the building process is in addition to the local 
city facilities to house both the lire and police 
departments. 


Both Sierra Madre Mayor Clem Bartolai and 
Police Sgl. Larry Lutzow stated that they did not 
think the joint meeting last Thursday between 
the Sierra Madre Police Dept, and City Council had 
“been productive.” 

Bartolai originally called the meeting, he said, 
because he had heard there were personnel prob¬ 
lems within the department. He said he thought 
perhaps it was time for a followup to the joint 
meeting two years ago. 

At the outset of last week’s meeting. Council¬ 
man George Maurer stated, “There is alot more 
interaction within the police department than most 
of the councilman realize. I feel the police depart¬ 
ment is rather fractured. We have four depart¬ 
ments operating. 1 think there’s definite room for 
improvement. There are not any changes since the 
last review (two years ago) ... 1 hope the ser¬ 
geants can provide us with some information.” 

Bartolai asked the four sergeants present — 
Chris Christensen, Jerry Skinner, Wayne Bailey and 
Larry Lutzow —, “Are we getting the whole picture?” 

He said further, “We hear the term ‘fractured 
department.’ We should find out what it means. 
If it’s a fact, let’s do something about it. Let’s 
quell the storm . . . Concerning four departments 
not working together, does that mean the four shifts? 
Was that the feeling?” 


Chief Betts agreed, “When we get the organi¬ 
zation worked out and into the building, many 
problems will iron out.” 


McRea has heard of no problems 

McRea reported, “In terms of staff evaluation, 
1 haven’t heard any problems. Sergeants may dis¬ 
agree with that. This way we can dea with the 
problems. 1 don’t say operations are perfect. They 
will probably never be perfect but staff evaluation is 
better. The individual officer may not concur on 
priorities selected by staff. I would suspect they 
might think the communication system shouldn’t be 
that important — that we should find a way to 
increase .salaries . . . Individual officers may dis¬ 
agree on operational decisions the chief makes. 
That doesn’t mean they don’t support him.” 

Sgt. Jerry Skinner suggested that the council 
address the police units. “When cars have gone 
50,000 to 60,(XK) miles it’s time to replace and up¬ 
grade.

‘Wrong to point finger at us’ 

Christensen said, “You’re trying to put any 
one individual on the spot. 1 think it’s wrong to 
point a finger at any of us. In 1986 after we examined 
the Bales report, a lot of us were very frank 
and honest. Each individual had an opinion . . .1 
was accused that I got wkh the council to put it 
(a list of grievances) together.

The Bales report was published by a former 
Sierra Madre Police chief, Jim Bales, from obser¬ 
vances following his tenure.

Maurer countered, “The Bales report is very 
specific in the department’s shortcomings. I’d heard 
what went on and I talked with Bales. Nothing 
was ever done on what existed in the Bales report.” 

There have been three police chiefs since the Bales 
report was published. All the councilmembers have 
a copy of the report. 

Lutzow reminded the group, “Whatever hap¬ 
pened nine years ago is ancient history.

whether or not the state should increase cigarette 
taxes from 10 cents to 35 cents a pack with the funds 
used for programs to educate young people about 
the dangers of smoking.The tax would provide 
about $30 million annually for research concerning 
ways to cure cancer, emphysema and heart diseases 
caused by smoking. The cigarette tax would pay for 
medical care for the indigent, taking some of the 
burden off the taxpayer. 

With over 30,000 Califiornians dying each year 
from smoke-related diseases supporters believe it is a 
fair tax; $400 million of Medi-Cal funds are spent 
every year for treatment of smoking-related illness. 
Supporters call it a user fee that would discourage 
young people from smoking. 

Opponents say Californians who smoke would 
be penalized for their conduct. They say that the 
least able to afford it would pay the most for this 
tax. They call it a “sin tax.” 

Insurance related initiatives on the November 
ballot are Propositions 100 , 101, 103, 104 and 
106. 

The Insurance Rates and Regulation Initiative, 
100, proposes to give good drivers a 20 percent dis¬ 
count on specific components of their insurance 
rates. It would provide customers with access to in 
surance information, increase penalties for fiadulent 
health insurance sales to senior citizens, permit com¬ 
mercial banks to sell insurance and permit insurance 
agents to rebate part of their commissions to 
customers. 

Adams said, “The driver who injures others 
would pay — that’s the fault policy. The no-fault 
policy says, ‘I’m going to look out for me. I’ll buy 
insurance. My insurance company will make me 
whole if I’m injured.’ ” 

Among supporters are Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving, Director of the Congress of California 
Seniors, California Bankers Association, Common 
Cause, Consumers Union. The insurance industry 
opposes the initiative. 

Propostion 101 reduces rates on bodily injury 
liability and the uninsured motorist and limits at¬ 
torneys’ contingency fees, also limits claims for non¬ 
economic losses such as pain and suffering. 

Supporters include Consumers for Lower Auto 
Insurance Rates and Costal Insurance Company. 
Opposition includes Common Cause and the 
California Trial Lawyers Association. 

Proposition 103 requires insurance companies 
to roll back rates by 25 percent, Adams explained. 
The Itiiurance Commmissionet, would be. elected 
rather than appointed and would review and ap¬ 
prove rate increases before they can take effect. 

Among supporters are Ralph Nader, consumer 
advocate and the chair of Voter Revolt to Cut In¬ 
surance Rates. Among those in opposition are the 
insurance industry, and the president of the Califor¬ 
nia Chamber of Commerce. 

No. 104 establishes the no-fault system ot 
motor vehicle insurance that would pay benetits up 
to $t)ecified limits to the person who sutlers bodily 
injury in an accident and would permit that person 
to sue for losses exceeding those limits. It would 
limit attorneys’ contingency fees and permit (but not 
require) insurance companies to offer unspecified 
good-driver discounts. 

Among those supporters are the president ol the 
California State Automobile Association, and the 
insurance industry. Those in opposition include 
Common Cause, Ralph Nader nd the chair ot Voter 
Revolt to Cut Insurance Rates-Proposition 103. 

Proposition 106 would limit fees in tort (at- 
fault cases) and authorize a court heating to deter¬ 
mine whether a proposed attorney’s tee is reasonable 
and fair. Supporters include the insurance industiy, 
and opponents include Common Cause and the 
Consumers Union.

Nielsen celebrates 
90th birthday

Florence Nielsen was 
born on an Iowa farm 90 
years ago. The doctor 
summoned for birth was 
a drinking man who ar¬ 
rived very drunk and 
promptly passed out on 
the ground. Her father, a 
man of 30 years at that 
time, totally inexperienc¬ 
ed in birthing, not only 
did the delivery but 
managed to remove the 
cord that was dangerous¬ 
ly twisted around her 
neck and head. Life for 
this bright, delightful 
woman has never been 
dull since. 

Florence was secretary 
and assistant to the 
Sierra Madre Superinten¬ 
dents for years. 

Dorothy Johnson, one 
of Florence’s sisters, has 
been planning a 90th bir¬ 
thday party for her to 
take place at the Sierra 
Madre Senior Center 
Saturday, Nov. 12 from 
2 to 4 p.m. Over 200 peo¬ 
ple are expected to at¬ 
tend. 

There were eight 
children in Florence’s 
family, nee Johnson, 
and today three younger 
sisters are still living. 
Besides Dorothy, who 
lives in Fresno, there is 
Flvera Grimes, called 
“Dollie” from New 
Jersey, and Juliette 
Cameron of Missouri. 
They, along with a host 
of nephews and nieces 
and many friends, will be 
at the birthday celebra¬ 
tion. 

On the party invita¬ 
tion, sent by Dorothy, is 
a picture of Florence at 
about age 6 which was 
taken from the vintage 
photograph. The lace on 
the dress cxillar was saved 
all these years and 
Florence is planning to 
wear it again on a dress 
she has selected for the 
party 

Back in her early days 
in Iowa, she had attend¬ 
ed Iowa State Teachers 
College and taught 
school for seven years. 
In 1920 she married 
Howard “Merle” 
Whilhelmi, a W WI 
veteran. When Merle 
became ill with TB and 


was in both a hospital 
and sanitariums, 
Florence took jobs in 
those facilities, mostly in 
the dietary departments. 

To find a warmer 
climate they then moved 
to Arizona and later to 
California and settled in 
Sierra Madre in 1930 
when they found a home 
on Adams St. Merle had 
been given only three 
months to live; however, 
it was 14 years later when 
he died. 

Alone for eight years 
after he died in 1940, 
Florence graduated from 
college where she studied 
interior design and ar¬ 
chitecture along with a 
course in business. At 
that time an opening oc¬ 
curred in the office at 

Sierra Madre Elementary 
School and Florence was 
persuaded to take the 
position just to fill out 
the remainder of the 
year. However, there she 
remained until retire¬ 
ment 20 years later, serv¬ 
ing first as secretary to the 
superintendent and then 
as administrative assis¬ 
tant to the superinten¬ 
dent in charge of budget 
and finance. 

Since 1948 Florence 
has been married to Tom 
Nielsen. Tom worked for 
the telephone company, 
came into the school of¬ 
fice one day and “turned 
on the charm,” accor¬ 
ding to Florence. When 
he retired from the 
phone company he had 
been with them for 46 
years. , 

Even as a tot she was 
quite a handful, full of 
devilment and usually 
the leader in some prank. 
It was said her mother 
entered her in 
kindergarten a year early 
just to give herself some 
free time from this 
daughter. 

She looks forward 
very much to this 
celebration of the 90th 
milestone in her life and 
hopes many friends will 
attend. It is requested 
that no gifts be given, 
but cards would be ap- 
p r e c i a t e d .
